Moscow and the Polish govern­ 
ment in London 
a dangerous 
situation which again is hot. 
Whether 
a 
workable 
peace 
league can be created seems to me 
to depend mainly at the outset on 
the big three—the United States, 
Russia 
and 
Britain - - as 
this 
column previously has recorded, 
Of course all nations, 
big 
and 
little, are essential to 
perfect 
union, but the trio is the key to 
the problem. 
These three dominant 
powers 
have the strength 
to 
enforce 
peace. 
By the same token the 
strength of each is so great that 
a serious falling out among them 
must mean a fresh upheaval. 
That's why the statesmen of all 
countries watched 
Moscow 
in­ 
tently during the parley just con­ 
cluded between 
Premier Stalin 
and 
British 
P r i m e 
Minister 
Churchill regarding military .and 
political problems. 
This confer­ 
ence may in the long run prove 
to be one of the most momentous 
of our time. 
White responsibility for p eart1 
can be assessed against the big 
three, it revolves strongly around 
Russo-British 
relations, 
which 
have taken on an 
entirely 
new 
complexion as a rt alit 
of 
the 
war. 
Russia is emerging as the 
great new power of the Eastern 
Hemisphere, and fortune is trans­ 
ferring to Moscow much of the in­ 
fluence which long 
has 
made 
England the gendarme of Europe 
America, situated in tile distant 
Western Hemisphere, 
is 
deeply 
but not so intimately concerned 
with this epochal shift of influence 
in Europe. 
london and Moscow, 
however, must reach a thorough 
and friendly understanding, in­ 
volving a great deal of give and 
take, if this colossal readjustment 
is to be made smoothly. 
Thus it was with relief that tile 
outside 
world 
received 
word 
through tile Soviet press that the 
Stalin-Churchill conference was a 
success. 
The government paper 
Jzvestia declared the parley gave 
good reason to believe that tho 
Soviet Union. Britain 
and

United States would enjoy an era 
of 
increasing 
collaboration 
in 
speeding up defeat of Germany 
and of comradeship in the s o l u ­ 
tion of peace. 
If that’s a correct estimate, then 
tile prospt'cts of the Dumbarton 
Oaks project seem good.

are many delicate moments yet to 
be bridged, but n peace organiza­ 
tion can be created and made to 
function.

that to he a 
billio n minutes o ld y o u would

y ears. And, not countirk 
interest, to accumulate 
a billion 
dollars 
y ou would have to earn a dollar 
a minute 
since the y ear 41 A D., or $525,600 a y ear 
for 1.908 y ears. 
This simple illustration may help to give 
y ou a better idea of how big 
a billion is. 
The term is used so frequently in present- 
day government finance that it means lit­ 
tle more to most people than just another 
expenditure. It tak es I.OOO 
millions 
of 
dollars to mak e a billion dollars. The in­ 
terest charges on a billion dollars at 2 per­ 
cent amount to 20 million dollars 
a y ear. 
Now then, if 50,000,000 employ ed peo­ 
ple in the nation work 8 hours 
a day , 
6 
day s a week with 2 week s 
vacation 
and 
only Christmas for a holiday , and each one 
of these 50,000,000 
employ ees 
paid the 
government one dollar an hour, or $2,400 
a y ear, it would 
tak e 2 y ears to pay off a 
government debt of 240 billion dollars. This 
is approximately what the federal govern­ 
ment owes today , and the debt may reach 
300 billion dollars before the end of 1945. 
It is well then for every taxpay er to un­ 
derstand the meaning of a billion dollars. 
We have raised many billions for the war 
effort and can raise many more. But we 
certainly do not want expenditures of bil­ 
lions of dollars piled up on top of the war 
effort for any government activities which 
may be nonessential. 


Fla sh e s o f Life 


International Criminals 
It is generally assumed in free countries 
that when. or if, Adolf Hitler is caught, he 
will be tried and punished 
for his enor­ 
mous crimes. But Dorothy Thompson raises 
the interesting question of what legal a u­ 
thority there can be for such punishment, 
however richly it may be deserved. 
Thus, she observes, it has become a crime 
in the conscience of mank ind to wage an 
aggressive 
war, but 
“ it is no 
crime in 
law.” Hitler might possibly be 
tried 
on 
criminal charges under the Weimar con­ 
stitution, still existing at 
least in theory , 
but “a smart lawy er 
could mak e a 
per­ 
suasive case that every thing 
he had done 
was formally legal.” 
It will be recalled that at the close of the 
last war, when Kaiser Wilhelm 
was a r ­ 
raigned on criminal charges 
of responsi­ 
bility for that great crime, an internation­ 
al tribunal which wanted to hang him fin­ 
ally gave up the effort and let him go free. 
“ It has alway s been 
futile,” say s Miss 
Thompson, “to believe that Fascism 
could 
be liquidated by the forms of law bv which 
we try ordinary criminals in constitutional 
states. A new justice has to be born, and a 
new law created, and it will be born in rev­ 
olutionary tribunals 
because there are no 
other tribunals,” 
Very well. If a “revolutionary tribunal” 
is needed to hand out criminal 
justice to
